‘Only slight risk’ in nuclear Angola _ 
accord with Egypt 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Defence 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger said 
yesterday there was “very high con- 
fidence” that the U.S. and the In- 
ternational ‘Atomic Energy Author- 
ity (IABA) could detect any attempt 
iby the or Israelis to di- 
wert nuclear fuel from peaceful uses 
to military purposes. 

Sehiesin, said he saw τὸ com- 
parison between India’s ability to 
explode an atom bomb and the 
nuclear sharing egreements signed 
in the past few days with Egypt and 
israel, 

Schlesinger, formerly Atomic Ener- 
gy Commissioner, said a system for 
accounting for the fuels that go 
into the reactors and the by-pro- 
ducts which come out — and can be 
used In weapons — had been devised 
along with sophisticated “black box 
technology.” 

“One has very high confidence 
that one could detect any significant 
campaign of diversion over a period 
of time,” he said But he side-step- 
ped the question of whether he would 
personally have recommended such 
agreements with and Israel, 
saying that was no longer in his 
area, 

dm his first full-dress news con- 
ference since March 28, Schlesinger 
also said the agreement to provide 
Egypt nuciear materials and advice 
for development of power plants “is 
not wholly without risk.” 

“But I think it Is a relatively slight 
risk, given the kind of safeguards 


that wili be written," he added. 

_ Schlesinger Indicated there prob- 
ably will be periodic inspections by 
U.S. specialists and teams from the 
IAEA to assure against diversion of 
nuclear materials to weapons use. 
He also indicated any such diversions 
would result in a U.S, cut-off of 
nuclear fuels from the Egyptians.

Construction work on the 
$250m. station, which will be built 
at Borg el-Arab, near Egypt’s 
border with Libya, will begin next 
year, the sources said. 

Tentative agreement on the 
sale of American nuclear fuel 
and technology to Egypt was 
reached during President Nixon's 
visit which ended Friday. 


US. Jewry urges 
reconsideration of 
atom offer to Cairo 


NEW YORK (JTA). — American 
Jewish leaders have reacted with 
alarm to the Nixon administration's 
decision to supply Egypt with nu- 
clear reactors and fuel. Statements 
issued here and in Washington yes- 
terday cited the case of India which 
received nuclear material for peace- 
ful purposes and went ahead to 
Inanufacture an atomic bomb. 


The conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Organiz- 
ations charged that the “American 
atomic give-away to tt” was a 
case of “too much, too soon.” Rabbi 
Arthur Hertzberg, President of the 
American Jewish Congress, warned 
that the Nixon decision was “more 
likely to endanger world peace than 
preserve it.”

Murder, 
inflation

DACCA (FWF), — Born in diood, 
Bangla Desh cortinues to Deed 
-- two years after liberation. The 
tripartite agreement, signed In 
April by Bangle Desh, Pakistan 
and India, may heal the wound in- 
flicted on Bangla Desh by Pakis- 
which were once 
the Pakistanis, are 
mow used by miscreants against 
Bangalees, Guns abandoned by the 
Pakistani Army sre also being 
used to iil] or terrorise innocent 
people. 

Repeated appeals to the people 
to surrender illegal arms have pro- 
duced only a trickle. The Prime 
Minister, Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, 
has now ordered the armed forces 
to recover unauthorized weapons. 
On <April 24, the army, the para- 
military Rakhi Bahini and the 
police were piven wide powers to 
carry out an all-out operation 
throughout the coimtry to con- 
fiscate iliega! arms. The results, 50 
far, are repdérted to be disappolnt- 
‘ing. 

Over 2,000 rolitical murders have 
been committed in the last two 
years. What concerng the rulers 
of Bengla Desh is that most of 
those ldlled belong to the ruling 
Awami League, Mr. Mansoor Ali, 
Minister of Fome affairs, told 


Parliament in February that da- mi 


coitles committed since liberation 
numbered 10.260. Last year 1,896 
people were Killed and 391 injured 
by ‘miscreants, Robberies, and even 
murders, in broad daylight are be- 
coming common. 

Most weapons carried by the as- 
sassins are modern weapors such 
as sten-guns, egainst which the 
one-shot-at-a-time rifles carried by 
policemen are as about effective 
as water pistols, <A 16-year-old 
schoolboy told me: "Guns are as 
freely avsilable as cigarettes with 
students.” 

Dacca University has also ‘been 
the scene of violence. The most re- 
cent incident wes on April 5, 
when en moved into a re~ 
sidence hall and shot dead seven 
students in front of the Vice~ 
Chancelior’s lodge at 2 am. Con- 
eerned authorities advanced the 
summer yacation and closed the 
campus for 69 days. 

Recently I ventured 40 miles out 
of Dacca to sé¢e a Hospital in Mir- 
japur. While returning, we had 
travelled only 10 miies when our 
vehicle was stopped at about 4 
pm. A band of youths, carrying 
sticks, blocked our way. They de- 
manded -money. Luckily I was 
travelling in a Red Cross van. 
When the Red Cross symbol was 


pointed out to them, they allowed 
us to go. But I have often wonder- 
ed since what would have happen- 
ed if I had been in any other 
vehicle. 

‘Tam helpless’ 

Sheikh Mujib is very much in 

eontrol but perhaps his weakness 
ts that all decisions are made by 
him. He is a good orator but many 
say he is a bad administrator. He 
is himself known to de incor- 
Tuptible, but the same cannot be 
said of many of his Party col- 
leagues. The Sheikh hag expressed 
his frustration often at public 
meetings by saying: “I am help- 
less, What can I do if whatever 
I bring for my people from abroad 
is eaten by corrupt people around 
e?" 
Students have begun to take the 
lead in exposing corruption, At a 
rally held ‘n Dacca in April, the 
Bangla Desh Chatra League (the 
student wing of the ruling party) 
named 30 people as being corrupt. 
Those who owe allegiance ta the 
ruling party have not ‘been spared: 
Among those accused was Sheikh 
Moni, the President of the Awami 
Subo League (the youth wing of 
the ruling party) and nephew of 
Sheikh Mujib. Shetkh Moni has 
denied the charges. 

Mahboob Jaman, the Secretary 
of the Dacca University Central 


Students Union, told me that the 


students want to intensify the cam. 
paign against corruption. How suc- 
eessful have they been so far? 
‘Take the campaign we had last 
December,” sai Jaman. “The popu- 
lation of Dacca is 1.7 miBion but 
there are 2.7 million ration card 
holders. We felt this was wrong.” 
Students went around checking. In 
a fortnight. in two of the eight 
ration areas alone, they unearthed 
125,000 fake ration cards. The cam- 
peign hed to stop ‘because the uni- 
versity re-opened. ‘The army and 
police took over from us but they 
were not as successful,” he added. 

The Government is very worried 
about the opposition from the Ja-

tiyo Samjtantric Dal (JSD), ἃ ra- 
dical breakaway group of the stu- 
dent wing of the ruling party. The 
JSD is led by three men in their 
early 30s who are now in jail 
They were arrested when they led 
a frenzied mob which attacked the 
residence of the Home Minister on 
March 17 — the δέξῃ birthday of 
Sheikh Mujib. Seven died that day 
when police opened fire. Next day, 
pro-Government elements burnt down 
the headquarters of the JSD. The 
perty is now expected to operate 
underground. The phenomenal in- 
flation and frustration has attracted 
youth to the JSD fold. 

Inflation in Dacca has to be ex- 
perienced to be believed. According 
to “The People,” 2 Dacca-based 
dally newspaper, “the prices of ail 
commodities have gone up by 300 
to 500 per cent since the emergence 
of Bangla Desh.” Even an ordinary 
cake of soap costs Taka 4.50 (TL2.50) 
pence) — more than four times 
the price in neighbouring India. 

In Bangla Desh one is often told 
that the cause of inflation is that 
goods are being smuggled 
into India. An egg-seller, whom [I 
spoke to, is a typical case. He said 
his eggs were very small and ex- 
pensive because “all cur best eggs 
are taken across to India." 

According to Mr. Khandokar Mush- 
taque, the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, the biggest need of Ban- 
gla Desh today is trained men to 
run nationalised industry and trade. 
Before liberation, most administra- 
tive positions were held by West 
Pakistanis. The seriousness of the 
situation was brought home to me 
by one senior diplomat who said: 
“Bangla Desh, even today, is like 
the Congo after Lumumba.” 

Sheikh Mujib says: “If we really 
want to buiki up Bangla Desh into 
@ peace-loving country free of ex- 
ploitation, everyone of us will have 
to adopt an attitude of self-criti- 
cism, self-control and self-improve- 
ment." As the novelty of indepen- 
dence begins to wear off, the fu- 
ture has many dangers but also op- 
portunities.
